‘and most powerful hydrogen 
bomb blast in its test series. 

A four-engine jet Valiant 
bomber, flying thousands of 
feet above. sea level, dropped 
the four-ton missile—estimated 
to have a destructive force 
equal to 5,000,000 tons of TNT 
—near Malden atoll 400 miles 
south of Christmas island. 

The blast was believed three 
times as powerful as the first 
explosion the British set off in 
mid-May. The gleaming white 
jet, with only 90 seconds to es- 
cape the searing flash, banked 
away at 600 m.p.h. after drop- 
ping the bomb. 

Mile-Wide Fireball. 

A huge fireball, estimated at 
more than a mile wide, hovered 
in the sky, its center a writhing 
turmoil of bronze, scarlet and 
intense white. 

Within seconds the fireball 
expanded into a blinding rain- 
bow then it appeared to retract 
and in moments the familiar 
puffy cloud of dazzling white- 
ness began forming: 

The British task force scien- 
tific director, William Cook, pre- 
dicted there would be “no sig- 

icant fallout activity from the 
hig air burst.” 

The fireball, he said, would 
not touch the water, and the re- 
mains of the missile would con- 
dense into fine particles that 
would be swept up into the 
stratosphere in the mushroom 
cloud. 

“These rticles will take 
from months to many years to 
fl back to ground level,” Cook 
continued, “This slow fallout 
will not be: concentrated in any 
one area. but will be world-wide. 

‘Smell Addition.’ 

“The addition this test series 
will make <~ the world-wide 
fallout of fission products which 
will occur from the United 
States and Russian tests already 
made will very small 
deed.”

FRANCE SHOCKED 
AT MASSACRE IN 


Coty Urges ‘All Civil- 
ized Peoples’ to Turn 
Their Back on Rebels 
Who Killed 302. 


PARIS, June 1 (AP)—Presi- | 
dent Rene Coty urged “all civi- | 


_ lized peoples” today to take note,

Throughout France feelings 
of horror and revulsion were 
stirred up by accounts telling of 
nationalists killing virtually all 
the men in Melouza, a village 80 
miles southeast of Algiers. 

French officials said 302 vil- 
lagers were killed apparently 
because of rivalry between na- 
tionalist groups. 

Frenchmen — accustomed to 
other peoples’ condemnation of 
their Algerian policy — were 
shocked by the Melouza mas- 
sacre as by nothing else since 
the nationalist rebellion broke 
out two and one-half years ago 
with attacks on French settlers.

WASHINGTON, June I1— 
Senate investigators will con- 
tifue next week their inquiry 
into whether the Iadho Power 
Co. received unusual Govern- 
ment favors in obtaining ac- 
celerated tax amortization cer- 
tificates in connection with two 
power dams in the Hell’s Can- 
yon reach of the Snake river 
on the Idaho-Oregon border. 
Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary anti-trust 
subcommittee, told reporters at 
the conclusion of a hearing late 
yesterday he thought the his- 
tory of the granting of the tax 
concessions indicated Idaho 
Power did receive such favors. 
Several Questions ised. 
Testimony at three days of 
hearings during the week raised 
some questions as well as 
ariswering others. For example, 


Fred A. Seaton, Secretary of | 


the Interior, testified he had 
appealed to the director of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization 
to deny the certificates. 
Seaton told the committee the 


certificates should not have | 


been allowed without a show- 
ing of financial need and should 
not have been granted in a case 
in- which Federal Power Com- 
mission licenses were predicted 
on the absence of cost to the 
United States. 

Yesterday Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall, chairman of the FPC, said 
the construction licenses were 
issued without regard to the 
possibility that Idaho Power, a 
Maine corporation, would seek 
fast tax write-off certificates. 
Khykendall said he considered 
the company well able to fi- 
nance the new construction by 
normal means. He added the 
utility certainly did not require 
any incentive to prod it into 
building the dams. 

Gordon Gray, present head of 
ODM, testified earligr the certi- 
ficates were granted because 
Idaho Power complied with the 
requirements. He said that to 
have refused the concession 
wquid have been to discriminate 
again e utility. ) 
Difference of Opinion. 

There was no adequate ex- 
planation for what appeared to 
be a sharp difference of opinion 
within t Administration on 
the advisability of granting the 
tax concessions. There were in- 
dications that Seaton wanted to 
publicize his view of the matter. 
Kuykendall showed no hesitancy 
in asserting his opinion. Gray 
appeared more reticent. 

‘The net value of the certifi- 
cates to Idaho Power over a 50- 
ear period was estimated by 

ussell C. Rainwater, chief ac- 
countant of the FPC, as about 
$254,000,000. Rainwater at first 
calculated the actual value of 
the concession as $339,000,000. 
He said later that under the s0- 
called “sum of the years-digits 
method” of figuring deprecia- 
tion as set out in the 1954 reve- 
nue code, which would be avail- 
able to Idaho Power normally, 
the utility would benefit to the 
extenf“of $85,000,000. He sug- 
gésted this should be subtracted 
from the $339,000,000 to give 
what might be called the net 
benefit of the tax certificates. 

He also estimated that over 
the same 50-year period the 
Federal Government would lose 
$93,595,827 because of the 
write-off certificates. Brownlee

The Soviet airliner, con- 
structed from the basic design 
of the Red air force twin-jet 
bomber known in the West as 
the Badger, arrived from Mos- 
cow with a delegation of eight 
Soviet aircraft engineers: air 
experts and officials of Aeroflot 
(the Soviet civil] air line) and 
the Ministry of Transport plus 
two young air line hostesses. 

The jet airliner has seats for 
51 passengers. It is the first of 
its type ever seen in Paris. A 
TU-104 was dispatched to Lon- 
don a year ago at the time of 
the Khrushchev-Bulg visit.

The Rift on China 


The State Department says it is “most disap- 
pointed” by Britain’s move to relax controls on 
trade with Red China, but Washington cannot 
protest that it lacked warning. For months it 
has been clear that if this country did not 


agree to a relaxation of controls it would be | 


carried out by others without agreement, 
Chinese intervention in the Korean war led 


té& the allied embargo on trade with China. But 


for three years now, Britain has been openly cri- 
tical of the extent of the embargo and Japan 
and other allies ave been restive. The State 
Departm by the Knowland bloc in 
the Senate, has tried to keep the allies in line, 
but the asimounteiment by British Foreign Secre- 


‘tary Selwyn Lloyd’ merely states the inevitable. 


Mr. Lioyd says that henceforth “we shall 
adopt the same lists (of goods) for China and 
the Soviet bloc.” This revision of the trade poli- 
cy was inevitable not solely because Britain re- 
quired China trade*(her exports to China have 
averaged only about $30,000,000 a year). The 
main objection is that the rigid embargo was no 
longer consistent with the times. 


Britain argues logically that it is senseless to 
deny Communist. China goods which are freely 
shipped to Communist Russia. China can get 
these same goods through her back door, and is 
further subjected to Russian economic penetra- 
tion in the process. Such results hardly indicate 
sound policy in the West. 

Moreover, it will be difficult for the State De- 
partment to claim that goods shipped to China 
are strategic while the same goods ‘shipped to 
Russia are not so strategic. 

This is exactly the line taken »by the Republi- 
can leader, Senator Knowland of California, and 
his followers. But in objecting that Britain's 
move will strengthen Red China, Senator Know- | 


’ Jand seems to protest not only against trade in 


strategic materials, but against any trade at all. 


Senator Knowland is disappointed, and the 
State Department is disappointed, but we won- 
der if there is any reason at all for the depart- 
ment to continue to speak for a trade policy 
which our allies are deserting and which many 
Senators today question. 


Thus the chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, Senator Green of Rhode Is- 
land, says the British have a right to act in 
their interest. Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
says, “I think we have to be realistic.” And Sen- 
ator Fulbright of Arkansas charges that the pres- 
ent China policy is sterile, “with no prospects of 
leading anywhere.” 


Time and history are running out on the 
Knowland minority. Not just the trade embar- 
go. but. China policy in general has ceased to rest 
upon realities and it is a question whether it 
now serves any useful purpose except the po- 
litical one of fending off attack on the Admin- 
istration from the Knowland-Bridges- right. The 
time is here for serious thought about a new 
China policy that will make some sense.

Pests of all kinds, the winged, the finny, the 
creeping and the just plain slippery, are keep- 
ing pace with man throughout the United States, 
judging frem.reeent dispatches.

The Mediterranean fruit fly has been beaten 
back in the South but up North the commercial 
fishermen are seeking more help in their fight 
against the voracious lamprey eel and the rav- 
enous gizzard shad.

Also needed is better regulation of personal 
gifts.

A new 
limit of $15,000 is set but, as the dissenters 
point out, this would allow a husband and wife 
to contribute $60,000—simply by making half 
of their contribution late in the December pre- 
ceeding the campaign year. Further, no recom- 
mendation was made for the control of out-of- 
state gifts to congressional campaigns. 

These and other proposals create the impres- 
sion that, if adopted, they might be less effec- 
tive than those on the books. The suggested 
administration of the law by the Comptroller 
General would be an improvement, but hardly 
one to be adopted at the cost of a law the ad- 
ministration of which would do little, if any- 
thing, to correct obvious evils. 

It is easy to understand the dissenters. They 
know that Senator Gore in this session {fllumi- 
nated campaign spending in more detail than 
ever before. Both he and Senator Hennings 
of Missouri introduced bills embodying fair and 
effective cures for the high cost of running for 
office. That half of the committee should have 
closed its eyes to abuses and its ears to the cry 
for reform seems to imply the opinion that the 
voters are unaware, or undisturbed by scandals. 
Or do these four Senators prefer the existing 
rules, unfair as they are, and refuse to change 
them? 

Fortunately, the other four repudiate the view 
that “all is fair in war and politics.” Together 
with Senator Hennings, they form a cadre of 
conscience. They can keep alive the demand 
for a@ law insuring clean campaigns, at least 
Insofar as money helps to elect the Congress 
and the President. 
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A N ursing-Home Job Undone 


In neglecting to enact a fire-marshal law, the 
Missouri Legislature has left unfinished its ob- 
ligations growing out of the nursing home fire 
at Warrenton last February in which 72 persons 
lost their lives. 

The bill creating a state department of public 
safety and fire prevention was rejected by a 
House committee. Gov. Blair then warned that if 
the. measure were not revived and enacted be- 
fore the end of the regular session, he would place 
it in a call for a special session in case a special 
session became necessary because of the Legis- 
lature’s financial tangle. A last-minute move to 
revive the bill in the House failed. 


Nursing homes, other places of public accom- 
modation and public buildings in Missouri are 
inspected for fire hazards now by Health De- 
partment personnel as a sideline to their pri- 
mary responsibility for sanitation inspection. 


Fire inspection is a large and serious enough 
responsibility to be carried on by specially 
trained persons whose primary responsibility it 
is—andufider the direction of a trained, exper!- 
enced specialist in fire preverition.

Haying killed the City Administration's three 
major revenue proposals, the Board of Alder- 
men's “solution” to St. Louis's increasingly 
grave financial crisis is to. pass the buck to a 
citizen’s committee.

answers acceptable to the aldermen remains to 
be seen. Certainly everyone with ‘the good of 
the city at heart will hope so. But no matter 
what the citizens may recommend, responsibil- 
ity for affirmative action rests firmly with the 
aldermen—in particular the overwhelming Dem- 
ocratic majority led by Alderman Alfred 1 
Harris, who seems to be interested more in 
fighting the Tucker Administration than he is 
in solving the city’s problem. . 

The problem facing the aldermen is clear 
enough. Municipal spending contemplated in 
the pending budget runs about $5,000,000 more 
than anticipated revenues. In some measure 
at least the need for the higher level of spend- 
ing comes from aldermanic demands—especially 
in the area of hospital service. How shall the 
gap between revenue and spending be bridged? 

So far the Aldermen have said No to all pro-

tion, their only alternative would seem to be to

"K couple of weeks ago, The Wall 
Street Journal reported the movement 
of businesses from Philadelphia over 
the city line to escape the wage tax on 
their employes and other city taxes on 
the operations. 


Then the General Motors Corporation 
warned the State of Michigan (hitherto 
assumed to be sovereign) that con- 
tinued increases in state taxes would 
cause the corporation to look elsewhere 
for plant protection. 


These are only two developments 
in a spreading crisis in the financing 
of public services in the United State? 
—a crisis which is already overwhelm- 
ing state and local governments and 
will become disastrous in a decade if 
we do not take steps to deal with it. 

The éase of General Motors, et al, 
vs. the State of Michigan is highly 
meaningful. In Michigan a liberal and 
sucessful state administration is trying 
to provide the essential public services 


to a growing population with a rising ° 


level of income and. an increasing 
standard of living. In this effort it 
is being opposed by a conservative Leg- 
islature, a conservative press, and the 
biggest of big business. It is an un- 
equal contest in somé respects: in terms 
of annual income, General Motors alone 
is 15 times as big as the State of Mich-

Opposition to Better Service

E. S. Martin 
came out of his octogenarian retire- 
ment to write the last words for the 
old paper, and he added his blessings 
to the new Life in these words: ‘I wish 
it all good fortune; grace, mercy and 
peace; and usefulness to a world which 
does not know which way to turn nor 
what will happen to it next.’”

Bill Offered by Gore. 


An even more stringent bill 
was introduced in March by 
nator Albert Gore (Dem.),

ing and contributions in the 
1956 elections. 

Gore, also a member of Mc- 
Clellan's special committee, was 
4oined by Senators John F. Ken- 
nedy (Dem.), Massachusetts, and 
William A. Purtell (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, in dissenting from 
some of the group's principal 
recommendations. 

All of the various bills are 
alike in calling for fuller report- 
ing and disclosure of campaign 
activities.

"Gore's bill would limit ex- 


penditures in presidential and 
vice presidential elections to 
about 20 cents a vote—or be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $13,000,- 
000 on the basis of the last 
election. The committee Dill 
provides for no ceiling. 

In Senate and House races, 
spending, under the Gore bill, 
would be limited to 10 cents a 
vote. The committee bill would 
permit expenditures of 10 cents 
for each person in a state or | 
congressional district. 

Loophole Eliminated. | 

In addition, the committee | 
bill would not count expendi- | 
tures in these races by state 
and local party committees that 
support a multiple slate of can- 

ates. Gore calls this a major 
loophole, and his bill allows no 
such exemption. 

Gore's bill would limit an in-

Another feature of Gore's bill | 
is to its strict limitation eal 
interstate contributions, includ- | 
ing a bar on a contribution of | 
more than $250 to a Senate or 
House race outside the donor's | 
home state.

LIDICE, Ill., June 1 (UP)— 
advance guard of 400 pil- 
grims determined to restore a 
monument to the victims of a 
Nazi massacre arrived here to- 
day. 

National interest in the 
chipped and battered monu- 
ment was awakened by press 
dispatches telling of a Czech 
immigrant who fqund the site 
cluttered and empt. 

Members of the Chicago 
chapter of the Czechoslovak Na- 
tional Council reacted to this 
information by deciding to send 
400 pilgrims to the site, ded- 
icated to the martyrs of Lidice, 
Czechoslovakia. 

A rededication ceremony will 
be held tomorrow, after the ad- 
vance guard tidies up. 

The Czechslovak town was 
wiped out in retaliation for the 
killing of Nazi overlord Rein- 
hard Heydrich by members of 
the underground. All 173 men 
in the town were lined up and 
machine-gunned.

“Russia's conventional arms 
can overrun us. We must pos- 
sess some ultimate sanction. 
But do we intend to use it? 
Ought we in any conceivable 
circumstances use it? My answer 
is an unhesitating ‘No.’

The bishop said he advocated 
the immediate renunciation of 
the H-bomb, paving the way 
for abolition of all nuclear 
weapons and a gradual reduc- 
tion of conventional arms.
